Mr, O.. G. Sonneck, chief of the. di- 
vision of music: of ‘the ‘Library of Con- 
gress, Washington, has issued through 
the Government Printing Office a ver- 
sion and amplification of his report on 
the tune of. ‘‘ The Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner.’’. This originally appeared five years 
ago as a chapter of an investigation that 
included ‘‘ Hail Colurhbia,’’ ‘*’America,”’ 
and ‘‘ Yankee Doodle.’”. There was re- 
vival of interest in the origin of the tuné 
to which the hational hymn is sung— 
** Anacreon in Heaven ’’—and a lively 
controversy arose as to who composed 
that tune. Patriotic motives were in- 
Jected into the controversy. Some sought 
to prove the tune was Irish in origin, 
or French, or even American. It has 
hitherto been ‘attributed to John Staf- 
ford Smith, and thought to have been 
written’ for the Ancreontic Society of 
London. about 1780, The discussion of 
the evidence relating to this involves

Little is known officially or other- 
wise concerning the fisheries of Hud- 
son Bay, and great wealth. may be 
lying dormant in-its waters.
